The Cheeky Banka. 

The national banks have what is gen- 
erally known in the United States of 
America as cheek. If they had as much 
money as they have cheek, the whole 
country would presently be ander their 
control, for the portions they failed to 
conquer they could afford to buy. When 
the funding bill was about to pass the 
other day a large number of these banks 
shufll d to the tront and withdrew their 

circulation. That they put their foot in 
it, 80 to speak, is evident from the fact 
that many of the banks which withdrew 
their bonds bave made application to re- 


culating notes are authorized to do so, 
and take up their bonds, upon depositing 
with the treasurer lawful money equal to 
the ‘amount o/ outstan fing . cirenlation. 
In the transactions allnided to the treasu- 
rer transferred and delivered the bonds 
440 the banks reducing circulation, and 
the transactions were, therefore, com- 
plete, both on the part of the banks and 
the goverfment. The same section of 
law uoder which the banks deposited 
lawful money and withdrew bonds re- 
quires that in such cases the ontstanding 
notes of banks reducing circulation “‘to an 
“amount equal to the legal tender notes 
“deposited shall be redeemed at the trea- 
“sury of the United States and destroyed.”’ 
This language is mandatory, and no dis- 
cretion can legally be exercised 
by the department. The law provides 
methods by which banks may increase 
their circulation, but it is plain 
that money deposited in the treasury as 
security for bank circulation, the bond 
security having been withdrawn, cannot 
be t-ken out at pleasure, and must re- 
main there until the outstanding circula- 
ting notes for which such money is pledg- 
ed have been redeemed and destroyed. 
To permit banks to withdraw from the 
channels of business $18,000,000 in one 
week and throw it.into the treasury and 
take it back the next week, would. not 
only be illegal, but dangerous and vi- 
cious, for the reason that it would place 
the business interests ef the country at 
the mercy of the unprincipled specula- 
tors, who could easily contihue to putin 
and take out of the treasury large sums 
of money to further their plans and par- 
alyze legitimate business. Treasurer 
Gilfillan holds that the lawful money de- 
positea by banks under the act of June, 
1874, for the purpose of reducing circula- 
tion must be held until the notes of the 
reducing banks are redeemed and de- 
stroyed, but Comptroller Knox, with his 
usual solicitude for the interests of the 
banks, holds that the deposits can be 
withdrawn upon a redeposit of bonds, 
It has been suggested that it would be 
better for thuse banks that desire to re- 
sume the circulation so hastily surren- 
dered, to deposit bonds and apply for 
circulation in the regular manner. This 
isthe surer way, and the only delay this 
would cause would be that necessary to 
print their notes, which ordinarily is 
from 20 to 30 days.

“president Garfield and the South. 

In his inaugural address General Gar- 
field treats the southern question with 
unnecessary vagueness. Perhaps this 
vagueness was intentional and deliberate; 
in any event, we have no fault to find on 
that score. The problems and perplexi- 
ties of the situation at the south are not 
to be disposed of in the whiffet-like 
style of the organs. They will prvss 
themselvesirresistibly uvon the attention 
of the new administration, and the one 
hope of the southern people is that Pres- 
ident Garfield is sympathetic enough in 
his judgment and impuises to deal with 
them in an impartial and statesmanlike 
manner. He should not allow the flip- 
pant ignorance of the republican. orzans 
(which, with respect to the condition of 
affairs at the south, is special as 
well as flippant ignorance) to confuse 
him. He should not allow himself 
to be persuaded that the southern ques- 
tion is bounded by or confined to the 
suppression of suffragé in various parts 
of the south; for that is an evil which 
will inevitably work its own cure. 
true, moreover, that where one vote is 
suppressed at the south, a thousand are 
intimidated and suppressed at the north. 
This is not a sectional evil, but is one of 
the manifold evils of ignorant suffrage, 
and the result is the same whether a 
voter is afraid of a discharge from a shot- 
gun, or whether he is afraid of a dis- 
charge from hisemployer. So that if the 
new president is to take in hand simply 
the question of suppressed suffrage, it is 
manifestly his duty to begin at the en- 
lightened north, where, according to the 
boast of the organs, public sentiment 
may be depended upon to speedily right 
any wrong doneto individuals or toaclass 
of individuals. The néw president must 
bear in mind also that in many of the 
states in which republicanism had its 
origin—in Rhode Island and Massachu- 
setts, to be specific—the great mass of 
the colored voters of the south would be 
deprived under the law of the right 
which they now enjoy. 

The administration of Mr. Hayes was 
a failure so far as the south was concern- 
edi—a miserable failure, indeed, so far as 
the whole country wasconcerned—for the 
reason that, with many prayerful prom- 
ises Of reform, he proceeded to appoint 
to office the worst class of republicans to 
be found in this section—men who were 
not only narrow-minded and lacking in 
intelligence, but who, in many instances, 
were self-confessed knaves, and who 
boasted of their exploits in the direction 
of personal and political dis- 
honesty. Southern newspapers, like 
Tre ConsTiITuTION, which endeavored to 
escape from the limitations of partian- 
ship, have found it difficult to convince 
our people that there is any such thing 
as an honest republican, and the conse- 
quence was that whenever an honest or 
an influential southern man has been 
appointed to office, he lost al! of his in- 
fluence and a large part of his reputa- 
tion, The new administration can cure 
all this by appointing honest and repu- 
table men to office in the south. It is 
not necessary that it should go outside of 
its varty to find these meu; but unless it 
does find them republicanism will never 
be made respectabie in the south. 

We observe with pleasure that our, 
esteemed contemporary the Savannah 
News, is at one with Tue ConsTiITUTION 
in advising President Gartield to pursue 
this policy in his southern appointments. 
Our contemporary hopes that Mr. Gar- 
field will make himself presideut of the 
whole country, and itis of the opinion 
that he can obliterate the feelings of sec- 
tionalism and fear which has taken pos- 
session of the southern mind. I.-t the 
new president convince the south that 
the election of a republican chi+f magis 
trate does not mean oppression of this 
section or the disgrace of the civil service 
here; let him convince the mass of our 
people that republicanism does not neces- 
sarily mean rascality, and that the prop- 
erty-ewners and business men have 
uothing to fear from republican suc- 
cess; let him accomplish this 
and the strenuousness of po itics in the 
south will give way to a feeling of security 
aad content which will perceptibly affect 
the whole country.
